works entirely, locking out 30,000 men. 

The idle workmen are in an ugly frame 
of mind. The machinery in one of the big cot- 
ton mills was wrecked yesterday, and the 
spirit of disorder is in the air. 

Trouble is expected, and it is believed the 
wilder spirits are now not without bombs 
and other weapons of defense and reprisal. 


Death for Guard Officers. 

Guard officers continue to receive warnings 
that they will sign thefr death warrants if 
they order the troops to fire, and a social 
democratic propaganda of demonstratiqn and 
disturbance is evident. 

The proprietors of the cotton mills and 
woolen mills, which have been operating on 
the smallést possible margin of profit, are 
generally planning to pay off and discharge 
their employés, trying, with the aid of the 
authorities, to send them back to the vil- 
lages.

During the Grau régime the Meyer- 
beer opera was one of the works brought 
forward. with an all star cast, and Chicago 
has grown to look for such a stellar array 
whenever the work is announced. / 

Mr. Conried offered no such constellation, 
and doubtless because of this the audience 
was the smallest of the éngagement. The 
house was less than half filled, but the per- 
formance given was superior, so far as mu- 
sical and dramatic yalue® are concerned, to 
those which Mr. Grau's stars gave us) The 
cast yesterday was of uniform éxcellence, 
and the orchestral and choral work was in 
the highest degree praise’ meriting. Mr. 
Vigna accomplished admirable results with 
his orchestra and, his singers, holding them 
ali firmly in hand and obtaining results from 


them which speak in the warmest terms of- 


his discipline. and his abilities. 


‘Phe triumph of the afternoon fell to Mr. 
Saleza. The gifted young tenor had not been 


heard here in several seasons, and it was the 


first chance he had had to sing during the 


week. He has improved greatly both vocaily 
and artistically since he last appeared here. 
and his singing and acting as Raoul showed 
that he is entitled to an honorable place 
among the most. eminent tenors now before 
the public. He received enthusiastic ap- 
plause for his finely finished delivery of the 
difficult aria in the first act, and in the duet 
with Mme.

President of American Organization 
. Sends Letters Showing Changed At- 
titude Toward Other Union. 


The long standing feud between the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and its western 
rival, the American Labor union, has been 
renewed by the fornier organization. Active 
warfare of the guerrilla stamp has been de- 
creed by the federation’s executive board. 
Hostilities are expected to center in Chicago. 

ructions received here yesterday by or- 
ganizers and local union officials from Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration revealed the new attitude taken by 
the executives. 

President Gompers in his communications 
to local leaders now Insists upon “ war to the, 
knife ’ with the rival union. He directs that 
the contest be shifted from the defensive to 
the offensive. He wishes energetic methods 
to be taken to check and beat back the ad- 
vances which the labor union is seeking to 
make, especially in this city. 

Efforts of the labor union to organize a 
rival union of teamsters in Chicago wilt fur- 
nish one of the first opportunities, it is ex- 
pected, for the guerilla warfare. President 
Shea of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters has decided to divide the most 
of his time hereafter between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, where attempts at inroads upon 
his organization are

He made his first 
appearanace. as Cool in London Assur- 
ance” at Windsor in 1872 In a touring com- 
pany managed by C, P. Fleckton. Soon 
afterward he joined the company of Charles 
Vandenhoff, a close. friend.

It wonld be strange if either of the traction 
companies Were to throw up the sponge be- 
fore it-has to. Neither the city nor the com- 
panies can well back down now. They can 
do little but await the verdict. While they 
are waiting “immediate municipal owner- 
ship” and “immediate condemnation pro- 
ceedings = needs must wait also. 

If the correspondent will repeat his ques- 
tion two or three years ‘hence the informa- 
tion he seeks may be at hand. Tt is not now. 


“WHAT 1s SUCCESS | 

In the battle of life, which too often takes 
on the guise of a battle of death. the laurel 
of the victor is intertwined with the cypress 
of the vanquished. Here is the considera- 
tion which gives the gold coin of success 
its obverse, leaden side. 

A preacher of the gospel of success as- 
cended his pulpit the other day and spoke 
as follows: “ There is another fellow trying 
to get the prize that you are after. Unless 
you knock him down he will knock you 
down and the prize will be his.” 

The large proportion of truth in this phil- 
osophy cannot be gainsaid.: The rungs of the 
ladder we climb are some of them our own 
achievements, but others of them the living 
bodies of prostrated rivals. Even in altru- 
ism there ix competition. The patriot who 
would serve his country serves it only In the 
disappointment of others, perhaps equally 
patriotic, who competed with him for posi- 
tion and power. 

It is therefore a constant seenptniion to 
look not so much toward achievement as 
toward victory, not so much toward doing 
a thing as toward preventing somebody else 
from doing it. ‘Universal nature, red in 
tooth and claw, shows all animals living by 
preying on one another and man cannot alto- 
gether disentangle himself from his clay. 

It is the particular glory of America 
that its two greatest men achieved their 
greatness more by being great in themselves 
and less by trampling on others than did 
the national heroes of the old world. Wash- 
ington deserved well of the republic without 
deserving ill of any of his fellow-citizens, 
and Lincoln’s magnanimity and his sur- 
passing gentleness toward his enemies were 
alike remarkable. 

Chase criticised Lincolm savagely, but 
when Lincoln was urged to crush him out 
by refusing to appoint him chief justice he 
replied: “I am not in favor of crushing 
anybody out,” and Chase got the appoint- 
ment. A similar saying proceeded from 
him just after his reélection. ‘‘ So long as 
I have been here I have not willingly planted 
a thorn in any man’s bosom.” 

“ Willingly ” is the test word. It is in- 
evitable that there shonld be thorns. Life 
is strife and strife means thorns. The suc- 
cessful man is obliged to reflect upon the 
lacerated bosoms he has left behind him. But 


‘| his success in the Lincoln meaning of the 


thorns “ willingly.” 


CITY AND CHILDREN. 

The disconsolate father who advertised 
in Tux Trisune the other day for “any 
old thing that will house eight children ” 
has found there are stil] a good many places 
in the city where children are permitted to 
live, despite the contrary impression which 
widely exists. He has received offers of 
almost everything in the form of a detached 
house from piano boxes to palaces. 

It has been observed, however, that no- 
body has offered him a flat. That children 
are not wanted in flats is not a joke, he finds, 
but a stern reality. Objection is not gen- 
erally made to families in which there is a 
baby, or even one or two small children. 
But the flat agent considers this the limit. 

He has reasons for doing so. Children 
in a Gat are often a nuisance to other ten- 
ants. sociologists, »nd 
opponents of race suicide can’t gct around 
that. They disturb the janitor. Adult 
“flatters” learned long ago to humble 
themselves before this autocrat. But be- 
tween him and the children there is an ir- 
repressible conflict. Since the janitor is the 
essence of the flat, whoever or whatever 
conflicts with him or his prerogatives must 

out. 

It is not a matter for that 
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children are Sead from flats. Detached 
houses in the suburbs are the proper place 
for them. ‘There they have the fresh air 
and the freedom ef motion necessary to 
their proper development. There they can 
make all the noise and carry in all the dirt 
they please without causing trouble for or 
coming in conflict with any except those 
who have # natural right to keep them in 
order. 

A bird's eye view of the future Amer- 
jean city will probably reveal a nucleus of 
skyecrapers surrounded by two thick con 
centric rings. The inner of these rings will 
be composed of large hivese—otherwise 
apartment houses. The outer will be com- 
posed of suburban cottages inhabited mainly 
by children. The American city will not quit 
rearing children. It will merely relegate 
them to the place where they can be reared 
with the most benefit to themselves and the 
least trouble to the janitor. — 


A MAN WITHOUT A eee... 

The court martial sentence dismissing 
Midshipman Arrowood of North Carolina 
from the service has been approved by the 
president. The dismissal is for desertion. 
About a year after graduation, while on 
duty on the Kearsérge, the midshipman 
tendered his resignation, which was ac- 
cepted. When a boy enters the naval acade- 
my he binds himself to serve in the navy for 
eight years unless sooner discharged by 
competent authority. The navy department 
decided to hold Arrowood to his agreement. 
A young man who has been educated and 
supported by the government ought to do 
something to cancel the debt, especially at 
a time when there is a Jack of officers. 

Young Arrowood would not. As his res- 
ignation was not accepted he took French 
leave. One excuse for desertion was that 
every regulation made for his protection 
had been broken. If so there were other 


means of redress at hand than those he 


adopted. ‘The other excuse was the alleged 
“immoral atmosphere” of the navy. As 
soon as Arrowood was on shore he got a 
place as clerk in a Wall street broker's 


office, thus taking refuge in what many 


consider an extremely “immoral atmos- 


phere.” 

Dismissal from a service that he wislies 
to get ont of may not seem severe to Arro- 
wood. He may be delighted to be “set 
free from daily contact with the things I 
loathed.” ‘The sentence is not a mild one. 
The law reads that “every person who de- 
serts from the naval service of the United 
States is deemed to have relinquished and 
forfeited his rights of citizenship. ... 
Such deserters shall be forever incapable 
of holding any office of trust or profit under 
the United States or of exercising any 
rights of citizens thereof.” 

_ ‘The common seaman who has been brand- 
ed as a deserter may not care much. His 
obscurity protects him. It is otherwise 
with the officer who is a deserter. The 
mark which has been put on him cannot be 
effaced., The day may come when he will 
claim the protection of his country’s flag, 
but he will be known and it will be denied 
him. Mr. Arrowood will be a fortunate man 
if he is able to go through life without re- 
gretting that he has made himself a man 


+ without a country. 


STEAM AGAINST ELECTRICITY. 
The railroads in many parts of the country 
are beginning to be troubled by the competi- 


tion of trolley cars. Interurban electric lines 


do not affect the railroads’ long distance 
traffic, but in some localities they are cutting 
deep into their local business; The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford has adopted 
the policy of getting rid of this new form 
of competition by buying up the trolley lines 
and running themitself, 

Some railroads have adopted a different 
policy. Itis said that the Lake Shore, which 
is reported to have lost 60 per cent of its 
local passenger business in Ohio because of 
trolley lines intends to enter into more active 
competition with the electric roads by which 
it has been paralleled. The Chicago and 
Alton is preparing to do that. This line is 
having a number of smal!) engines built, 
which will draw trains of cars each be- 
tween Dwight and Bloomington, a distance 
of fifty miles. A rate of fare which will meet 
trolley rates will be granted, and stops will 
be made an average of every two or two 
and a half miles. The results of the Alton’s 
experiment will be studied with interest by 
railway managers. If it prove successful 
other steam roads which are paralleled by 
electric lines will doubtless follow the Al- 
ton’s example, 

The railways are beginning to be worried 
not only over the effect of trolley competi- 
tion ‘on their local passenger business but 
also over the possible future effects of its 
competition on certain classes of local freight 
business. The interurban electric line is 
built to carry passengers, but in time it may 
find it profitable to add freight to its pas- 
senger business. This touches the railroads 
in their tenderest point and may be expected 
to cause many lines to enter into sharp com- 
petition. with their trolley competitors for 
the purpose of crushing them before they 
grow too strong. 

The trolley will decline to be crushed, 
though it may be bought up as in Connecti- 
eut, The principal result of the contest be- 
tween electricity and steam will be better 
service to the public. 


“A WONDER WORKER OF SCIENCE.” 

If, as Swift thought, “whoever could 
make two ears of corn or two blades of 
grass grow where only one grew before 
would deserve better of mankind ... 
than the whole race of politicians,” how well 
must a magician such as Luther Burbank 
of California deserve of his fellows? He 
waves his wand and a larger, handsomer, 
and more edible Irish potato is announced. 
He waves it again, and the cactus of the 
desert sheds its thorns and becomes a suc- 
culent, nourishing food for man and beast. 
He waves it again, and the thrifty landlady 
rejoices to see her beloved prune double 
in size, or the lover of flowers is made giad 
by the creation of a new and beantiful blos- 
som. The entire vegetable world is plastic 
inhishands. 

William 8. Harwood tells in the Century 
in an article entitled “A Wonder Worker 
of Science " of Mr. Burbank’s achievements. 
It is a wonderful story of applied Darwin- 

Mr. Burbank employs two methods in 
making new species of plants. One is selec- 
tion“ artificial selection,” as bielogists call 
it, in opposition to “ natural selection.” For 
example, he saw that the cactus, if thorniess, 
would be's palatable, nourishing food. Year 
after year, therefore, he saved those having 
few thorns and destroyed all others. The 
tendency of his cactuses to bear few thorns 
grew stronger from generation to generation. 
He also taught them to eliminate cellulose 
fiber from their systems. At last he has 
a cactus which bears no thorns and contains 
a minimum of fiber. The cactus thrives in 
j hot, sandy countries, and Mr. Burbank ex- 
pects his species to convert the unproduc- 


| tive deserts of Axisobe and of Sahara into 


huge and profitable gardens. 


Mr. Burbank’s other method of creating | 


new species is that of crossing. He takes the 
pollen ‘of an oriental poppy, placés it upon 
the stigmas of a common garden poppy, and 
from the resulting seed raises a poppy. dif- 
ferent from and more gorgeous than any be- 
fore seen in ejther east or west. He crosses 
the common American wild plum, the Japa- 
nese plum, and the apricot, and produces a 
delicious and wholly new fruit, which he 
calle the “ plumeot.” His success in. by- 
bridization fs the highest proof of his skill: 
for the offspring of crosses between different 
species are usually—it used 
almost invariably—inofertile. 

Mr, Burbank does not devote ex- 
clusively to creating new species, There is 
searce.a fruit, a-vegetable, or a flower in 
which he is not trying to make or has not 
made some marked improvement.. He is a 
great practical scientist, and a great bene- 
factor of the race. The late Alfred Nobel 
left a large fund the proceeds of which are 
awarded as annual prises to those who nake 
the most important contributions to chem- 
istry, physics, medicine, idealistic literature, 
and the cause of the world’s peace. Where 
is the man of wealth who will win equa! title 
te fame by establishing a fund to reward 
men who, like Mr, Burbank, devote their 
lives to the perhaps. humbier but not leas 
beneficent work of improving and diversi- 
fying the vegetable life of the earth? . 


THE WAR DURING THE WREX. 

The Russian army in Manchuria is still 
retreating. It reached a point seventy-four 
miles north of Tie pass on Friday, and is 
continuing its way north. In St. Petersburg 
it is hoped that Linevitch may be able to 
make a stand at the Sungari river, Failing 
in that, it is admitted frankly that the Rus- 
sian army may be compelled to fall back— 
not only to Harbin but perhaps even to 
Lake Baikal, 1,100 miles west. 

There are sound strategic reasons for this 
fear. At Harbin the front of the Russian 
army necessarily would paralie] the railroad. 
A wide flanking operation to the westward 
would put the Japanese astride the railroad 
and thus cut off Linevitch’s communication 
with Russia. In order to make certain of 
the railroad Linevitch will have to abandon 
much of the country east of Lake Baikal, 
according to St. Petersburg strategists. 
' This necessarily would involve the isola- 
tion of Vindiyostok and the entire Usuri and 
Amur provinces of Siberia. This, however, 
seems to be taken for granted in St. Peters- 
burg. -It is declared that Vladivostok is 
being. supplied and garrisoned to withstand 
a siege of two years and that long before it 
ended Russia would be on equal. ore with 
Japan in the far east. 
_ There is, however, more talk of peace than 
of war in St. Petersburg. Doubtless both 
nations would be glad.to enter into negotia- 
tions. There are two serious obstacles, — 

First, Japan, great as have been her ric- 
tories, has not yet won enough to enable her 


to dictate the terms it is thought she pro- 


poses to exact. She holds not a foot of Rus- 
sian soil, She occupies no Russian port or 
fortress. She has not even the right to claim 
naval supremacy, for there is still Rojest- 
veusky’s fleet—an uncertain quantity, of 
course—to reckon with. Her generals have 
won an unbroken series of victories from the 
Yalu to Mukden—all on Chinese soil: So, at 
present Japan may negotiate, but clearly she 
is not yet in position to dictate terms. To 
be in position to do that Japan must hold 
Saghalien island, occupy Viadivostok, and 
grasp the Usuri and Amur regions so firmly 
“that Russia will be shut out entirely from 
the Pacific, Until then Japan can only ne- 
gotiate. She canuot dictate. 

While Russia has suffered humiliation and 
disaster, it is clear that she is still in posi- 
tion to continue the war. Her gold reserve is 
far above the $600,000,000 mark.* She bor- 
rowed $75,000,000 from her own bankers 
during the week. Her negotiations with 
the French syndicate for a loan of $125.- 
000,000 were resumed. Probably she will 
get the money. She has overcome the mobil- 
ization difficulty by sending regular regi- 
ments of the line to the front and calling the 
reserves to the barracks. The Siberian 
railroad is still working admirably. 

The prospects of ‘peace are brighter than 
they have been at any time. The state- 
ments in yesterday’s dispatches that the 
terms which Japan will insist on are such 
as Russia can accept, and that there is a 
reasonable certainty of peace within six 
weeks, are not conclusive. Many things 
may happen in that time.. But there are 
some signs which point to the termination 
of a war which has already cost both Rus- 
sia and Japan so much. 


THE “CHRISTIAN ISRAELITES.” 

If it is difficult to invent a new joke it 
is still more diffienit to invent a new re- 
ligion. The sense of humor is not so wide 
spread as the sense of the supernatural. 
Man has been hammering away at religion 
ever since he began to feel that he was at 
all different from other animals. Hence a 
Moses is likely to appear long before a 
Mark Twain. 

The “ Christian Israelites” over at Ben 
ton Harbor are regarded as “ freaks.” 
Perhaps they deserve no better title. But 
a “freak” flower is usually one which has 
just been produced by some caprice of na- 
ture. - The “Christian Israelites” and 
most other modern religious sects are not 
“freaks” in that meaning of the word. 
They are for the most mere adapters of 
religious and metaphysical ideas which 
have run down through human history 
from an exceedingly early date. 

The “ Christian Israelites,” for instance, 
have a queer way of dividing the human 
being up into three parts. Body and soul 
are not enough for them. They talk about 
body, soul, and spirit, and quote several 
passages from the bible in proof of their 
phraseology. But this division is an old 
one. The ancient Christian fathers had a 
special name for it. It was called trichot- 
omy, and was quite different’ from the 
modern tracheotomy. It signified that 
those who believed in it held the body to 
be one thing, the animal sou) (which we 
share with all other living creatures) to be 
a second thing, and the spirit to be a third 
and divine thing. 

But the early Christian eoatrovensigitets 
did not discover this theory. 
studied in our universities out of the text 
books on Greek philosophy. The Greeks 
speculated about it as they did about every- 
thing else. 

To come to more modern instances, most 
of the theories about the end of the world 
now taught by the “Israelites” can be 
found in the writings of Joanna Southcott, 
who lived in the eighteenth century. She 
believed that she was the woman who in 
the book of Revelation is promised the un- 
comfortable fate of being driven out into

July sold off early to 90%(c on local pressure 
on the fine weather and favorable crop re- 
ports, but the strength in May and in corn 
brought in a fair demand, and there was an 
advance to 90%c, a net gain of %-%c. Trade 
in all deliveries was small in volume, the en- 
tire transactions in May hardly 
1,000,000 bu. 

Northwestern receipts were larger than last 
year, and there were renewed claims of an 
increase in shipments from the country. 
But the Minneapolis market was strong. 

Southwestern receipts were larger than last 
year, and the total at primary points 351, 000 
bu, compared. with $16,000 bu. Minneapolis 
stocks decreased 488,000 bu for the week, 
while stocks of No. 1 northern increased 73, - 
000 bu. Clearances were 70,000 bu wheat.

No. 2 red winter left over from 1908 because 
of the fine appearance of the growing crop. 
There was more talk of Hessian fly in Ne- 
braska. Australian shipments were liberal, 
984,000 bu, and world's shipments for the 
week Were estimated at 10,000,000 bu. Liver- 
pool futures advanced %d 


Strong Tone in Corn. 


Corn developed strength on recent support 
by bull houses and indications of some fall- 
ing off in the recent liberal receipts, the mar- 
ket gaining about \%c after an early break of 
a like amount. May sold up from 48%c to 49c 
and closed at that price sellers. Country ae- 
ceptances were practically nothing, and there 
was no selling by cash houses to throw a 
weight on the market. 

Receipts were 425 cars, and the estimate 
for Monday 550,’ including some Sunday in- 
spection, less than two-thirds of the arrivals 
last Monday. Local receipts for the week, 
however, at 8,487,000 bu were 1,540,000 bu 
larger than shipments. 
the day were 680,000 bu compared with 359,- 
000 bu last year, and for the week were more 
than double last year’s figures, 5,215,000 bu, . 
compared with 2,322,000 bu. 

The cash market was firm to ec higher. 
shipping sales 85,000 bu. The seaboard re- 
ported export sales of 80,000 bu.

He has lost count 
ef the number of times that be has been ar- 
‘mested, but declares he has viewed over 1,400

bara Gpon the cities of the world, and claims 
= record of having traveled over 223,485 
miles without paying a cent of railway fare. 

He boasts that the only railrond fare he 
ever paid was from Hot Springs, Ark., to 
Maivern Junction, approximately thirty-five 
milies when he was too ill to attempt to beat 
Seat road. And he figures that, had he paid 
Great class fare for all the riding he has done, 
he would have spent $572,558.

At Quebec, for instance, the St. Lawrence 
is to be spanned where the water is 200 feet 
deep and where the span must be 1,000 fee* 
in the clear. With the two abutments in 
place this greatest cantilever bridge in the 
world has gone forward, one section of steel 
structure shoving out beyond the rest and 
hanging from it, just as another section fol- 
lows, hanging from the last and made fast. 
And as the spider perhaps was the great 
first bridge builder in the world, so the 
human spiders in bridge construction walk, 
and hang, and cling, and dangle from the 
webs of steel, scarcély visible from below to 
those who woud watch them spin. 
The bridge contractor and builder today 
has the Titan’s task in the world’s work. 
He is more than a contractor, more than 4 
builder, more than an engineer; he may find 
it necessary to have six engineers, working 
individually and without knowledge of the 
work of others, simply to measure a space 
that is in question, and yet need all his own 
skill and judgment when it comes to his strik- 
ing the happy mean as the correct figures. 
His river to be spanned may have 100 feet 
of water and a bed of stone, or it may havs 
a foot of water and 100 feet of sand and silt. 
One bank may be six feet high and the other 
sixty. Two Hundred men and $200,000 worth 
of machinery may stand idle for hours, while 
aman is bound fast to a pole and swung 
out hundreds of feet above the river surface, 
only that he may drive a single rivet home. 


Cost Depends on Bed of River. 

It .3 in the river bed, perhaps, that the 
greatest concern lies in the. mind of the 
bufiders, especially where piers are to be

‘may neéed to be arbitrarily determined by 


the conditions. One of the greatest influ- 
enc-3 upon the eost of a bridge may come 
from the necessity of lengthening the spans.

Puzzles Engineers Must Solve. 

In a new bridge in a new position the rail- 
way engineer has made his best selection, 
The bridge engineer has looked over the field 
and passed judgment. If there are differ- 
ences, compromises hare to be effected be- 
fore the work is begun along a whole line of 
compromises of one nature or another. 

On the Ohiv river the national government. 
has mage exactions as great as those of 
nature, perhaps. Because of the coal barges 
in fleets 500 feet wide and perhaps 1,000 feet 
long, no bridge over the river may have 
piers closer than 500 feet,.and the floor of 
every bridge must be easily clear of all pos- 
sible shipping. No lift bridge—no swing 
bridge—is tolerated. 

' Ordinarily where the mud bottom ofa river 
is firm enough piles are the bases for the 
piers. These piles are driven forty or fifty 
feet down and then sawed off two or three 
feet below the possibility of low water. Un- 
der the surface these piles practically are In- 
destructible from decay. A caisson of metal 
or of wood is settled over these, the water is 
shut out, and stone and concrete are built up 
in proportion as the height of the super- 
structure demands, and accordingly as the 
ice floods and drifts make necessary. 
Where it becomes necessary to go down to 
the rock in the bed ofa stream that is deep 
and treacherous, the steel caisson, airtight 
and of ifivincible strength, is turned over the 
squads of men working the short, dangerous 
shifts under an alr pressure that would crush 
them, save that their lungs are filled with the 


same compressed oxygen. 


Work of the Men Is Terrible. 

In the bridge at Clinton, Ia., it was neces- 
sary: to sink the caissons 100 feet to the solid 
rock, and only the strongest types of the 
workers could stand one hour’s work in the 
twenty-four. In the great East river bridge 
at New York the caissons were sunk an 


average of four inches in twenty-four hours. 


Men were paid at hour rates from the be- 
ginning and before the great steel cylinders 
were down they were getting eight times 
as much for an hour’s work as they got 
fn the first days of labor. In the short shifts 
it was necessary to have abont thirty squads 
of men and the preparations for entering the 
working chamber and the preparations for 
getting out required almost as much time 
as the man could work after he was in place. 
Only by gradual descent and ascent was it 
safe for these workers to go and come. The

An opportunity for selling his 
patents, among which was the Edison stock 
printer, soon offered itself and the inventor 
decided that he might take $5,000 for them, 
The Gold and Stock Telegraph company, 
however, of which he was now a member, 
made him an offer of $40,000. 

“TI believe,” said Mr. Bdison in recalling 
this incident, “that I could have been 
knocked down with the traditional feather, 
so astonished was I with the sum, I con- 
cluded that there must be some Wall street 
trickery about the thing and that if lever got 
a cent I should be lucky.

Rise Early

HE members of a flourishing mete- 
physical sect believe that in rising and

When @ city boy yearns to get out into the 

country and dig in the earth he is only ex- 


pressing a naturel desire. ‘The country boy | 


who wants to comie to the city is not wise. 

Probably the country boy can give a few 
reasons for wishing to come to the city, but 
after he has lived bere for a few years he 
will see that these reasons are ‘all wrong. 
You can go through the big offices, shops, 
and stores of the city and find hundreds of 
young fellows who are sorry they ever left 
the farm. They thought {t would be a great 
thing to get down into the city where there 
was always “something going on” and 
where they would have g chance to see life. 
After they have begun supporting them- 
selves on §8 or $9 a week they soon discover 
that there is not much “ going on” in the 
city for the man on a small salary. What 
they see of life is generally only the place 
where they work, the street cars, and their 
boarding house. 


Nothing but Work, Eat, Sleep. — 
Cheerful proposition, isn't it? Nice exist- 
ence for @ young man who's been brought 
up in a good home. But this is what life in 
the city means for the worker on small sal- 
ary, and most people earn only small salaries. 
There is nothing to it but work, no enjoy- 
ment, simply the same weary round of getting 
up in the morning, going to work, coming 
home at night, and going to bed. Sundays 
one is generally so tired that little amuse- 
ment will be had, and so the weeks follow 
each other and run into years with little or 
no change for the worker. . ‘ 
The country boy may complain that his life 
is monotonous, but if he comes te the city he 
will find that he has been leading a joyous, 
are free existence compared to what young 
men in’ the city who work for a living have 


to go through. What can be more monot- 


onous than the weary round of weeks’ work 
that must follow each other year after year, 
and which in the end seldom yield the worker 
anything permanent in the way of areward? 
When the nature of the work which the 
farmer boy has to do is comparea to the work 
of the average city wage earner the advan- 
tage is all with the farmer. While his work 
is hard, it is always out of doors and in the 
alr. Let him come and spend a year 
in a dusty, grimy shop, or over a desk in a 
c.ose, ill ventilated room, or standing be- 
hind a counter in a store, and see if at the 
end of the twelve months he is not willing to 
go back to the farm and take up the piow. 


. 
Farmer Boy the More Independent. 

The city boy starting in with a large house 
and working up will, of course, make more 
money than the farmer. He may even win 
his way to one of the highest positions in 
the world. But money is not everything in 
the world, and a position won at the cost of 
health, comfort, and all enjoyment of life 
can hardly be called satisfactory. 

An even, Gontented, useful life ie worth 
more than anything that “success"’ may 
give one, and surely the farmer is the for- 
tunate one in this regard. He is the most 
independent of men. On his farm he is like 
a king in his kingdom, entirely independent 
of others, and if this was all he possessed

Build Bridge: Then the Railway 
But in. building even the ordinary bridges 
there may be extraordinary conditions and 
circumstances attaching. At the present 
time the needs of a Chicago railroad has 


brought about a novelty in bridge building. ~ 


One approaching bank is much higher thay 
the other and even behind this high bank is 
a great hogback to be cut through; on the 
other sidé of the river the banks are low and 
the needs are for a great fill, for which 400,- 
000 cuble yards of dirt from the other side 
are in demand with the minimum of move- 
ment of it. Because of this the bridge com- 
pany is putting in the bridge ahead of the 
railroad, the bridge to be used at first for 
the. carting of the dirt over the river. 

As indicating how the bridges now in place 
have been outgrown in the last twelve years, 
one has need only to consider the weight of 


rolling stock, the loads of the modern freight 


car, and. the speed of trains. A dozen years 
ago the load of the average freight car was 
twelve tons or 24,000 pounds; today cars are 
loaded with 100,000 and 120,000 pounds of 
coal or ore. Only a few years ago a locomo- 
tive weighing 160,000 pounds was large; at 
the St. Louis exposition was a machine of 
new type weighing 320,000 pounds. The 
‘axle load ” on the two driving axles of the 
old locomotive was 24,000 pounds, against 
the 60,000 pound ‘'.axle load ” carried by the 
six axles of the big locomiotive at the expo- 
sition. , 

‘These figures explain why thé bridge 
builders have been busy on the railroads of 
the United States, rebuilding bridges that 
have not approached the wearing out point, 
These bridges would be safe today for car- 
rying their old tite loads, but these loads 
are augmented until they are impossible. 
In building today it is with the idea that the 
limit of stress has been reached so far as 
railway trains are concerned. The locomo- 
tive cannot be built any wider, anc/ it is 
doubtful if they can go any higher into the 
air. Thus their. weight~and power—are 
close to the limitations of the standard 
gauge tracks of the modern road. | 


Farmer Boys Best Bridge Workers. 
in. the building of the modern railway 
bridges in the central west t} - builder finds 
& great deai of his wotkers’ material in the 
sturdy, intelligent young men from the farms 
and’small towns. The skill, is looked for in 
the directing beads acting under the tuition 
of training and experience in shop and bridge- 
Work. In the experience of a Chicago firm the 
average young farmer of 23 years old be- 
comes more or less a skilled executor of 
bridge work after five months’ training. The 
foreman in a special work bas his squad or 
squads of men. They may be found in many 
places, already having had experience now 
and then at a ittle bridgework. and for many 
of these a taste of the work is enough to es-. 
tablish the adventuresomeness in them: they 
bridgeworkers thereafter on ai} oceca- 
ns. 
in some of the great heights to which men 
have to go and in others of the dangerous 
places where the nerves of men are tried. 
veterans of the work are in demand, some of 
these finding more or less steady work in the 
superstructures. In the spring some of the 
big concerns send out men in groups, a fore- 
man with one or two men, and on many oc- 
casions two or three young fellows. taking 
to the work, drift back to town with them,

as a newspaper editor and his place 
in history as the man who signed the

man.” 
Greeley, in his hard struggle upward 
through life, realizing the bitterness of the 
battle for bread in great, overcrowded cities, 
pointed to the west. = 
Knowing Mr. Greeley personally, I im- 
agine that few, if any, of ovr public men 
surpassed h in that healthy and helpful 
sympathy which manifested itself towards 
young men not.only in the sound advice 
given in his paper but oftentimes in a per- 


GREELEY, despite his fame 


sonal way, mot seldom going out.of his way ~ 


to serve them. Especially was this true in 
the case of young men who, ungided, must 
make their way in thetussle with the world. 
Mr. Greeley seemied to feel that much of the 
personal character and national prosperity, 
as well as political integrity and social puri- 
ty, lay in the ranks of these struggling young 
men who are employed in trades, and whose 
skill is the Midas touch! four material de- 
velopment. 
-Greeley’s Hatred of Shame. 

Me. Greeley had a positive aversion for the 
young men of plumed pretense anc affecta- 
tion. because of high birth or wealth. He 
loved to see the elements of an active and 
honest manhood. He had onty contenipt for 
strutting mien and aristocratic air. — 

A young man of this character once found 
his: way to the presence of the great editor, 
and in ea patronizing manner asked for a 
staff position, finally saying he was the 
nephew of Mr. Biank—naming wealthy 
clubman. 

Mr. Greeley looked at him sideways and 
quizzically a moment, and said: “ Go out and 
write up a dog fight and bring your stuff to 
me,” then resumed his writing. With a 
sniff the yqung man went out. He did not 

Asan editor Mr. Greeley accomplished mar- 
veils, and outside of the editorial room he was 
an idealist, theorist, and enthusiast, but in 
many ways he Was eminently practical, far- 
seeing in his thoughts relating to success in 
life. His proverb, “Go west, young man,”’ 
was far from being merely sentiment or 
theory. He made one journey through the 
west, and while but one, and that one only 
the merest glimpse, it was to him a revela- 


tion of the possibilities for the young man in| 


that part of the continent. 


Saw New Empire Unfolding. 

In that brief glance at “out west,” Mr. 
Greeley saw that beaind the brave and un- 
ruffied knights who had pushed their way 
through an unbroken wilderness; following 
the footprints of adventurous Jonathan Car- 
ver, in their search for gold, other courage- 
ous and determined men with the Anglo- 
Saxon spirit were unfolding 4 vast empire 
of enterprise and industry. 80 Mr. Greeley, 
in this great west, lay the field, where all 
the capabilities of the determining and pur- 
posing young man had scope for the fullest 
development with the least possible hin- 
drance, where every young man’s skill and 
power, whether of mind or muscie, could 
find full play under the most encouraging 
conditions. 


Romance of West Disappeari ng. 
While it is true that the romantic age of 
the western side of the continent has disap- 
peared, and the transition from industry or- 
ganized on a small scale to the larger enter- 
prises of compact labor was made years ago, 
there are still some rare corners in this em- 
pire of the west, off the beaten track, where 
one experiences the atmosphere and touch of 
the primitive, and ‘where fortune welcomes 
and smiles upon the yoing man who is stead- 
fastly industrious in his welldoing, and who 
does not look upon thrift ag a painful virtue. 
A year’s professional service gave me an 
acquaintance with one of these corners. I 
found it, going 800 miles north of Qmaha to 
Sheridan, thence by stage 40 miles to Buffalo, 
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Clear Creek Vale. Wyo,. right in under the 
Cloud Peak shoulder of ‘the Big Horn moun- 
tains. Here is sature in all her primitive 
and lavish bigness; still embryonic; a silence 
and splitude scarcely less deep than when 
brave Custer fought the crafty. Cheyennes In 
these mountain cafions. 

This is one of the cholce*corners of. the 
sheep region of Wyoming, theirange isas yet 
almost unlimited, extending in the spring,- 
summer, and early autumn from the high 
table lands of the Big Horn, through well 
nigh untHlable miles of valleys and: piains, 
where your horse travels knee. deep in suc- 
culent grasses to the lower and winter 
ranges on Powder river. On.every hand are 
nature's helps to wealth, offered at the price 
of even ordinary indystry. — 

Sheep’ raising is the chief feature, and the 
momentum of a bunch of sheep, say; 3,000 of 
them, as the maker of figures or the credit 
side of the owner's books is something almost 
ineredible. Here is an {llustration: 


Two Boys Who Went West. 
A dozen years ago two young men of about 


20 years of.age, Roger and Phillip, growing 
discouraged over the outlook in New York 


 State,.and, as they told me, literally follow- 


ing the advice in Horace Greeley’s proverb, 
set their faces west. When they reached 
Buffalo. Wyp.. Roger hed $1.25 and Philip 
just enough to pay for two meals and a bed. 
The day after their arrival Roger hired out 
as a sheep herder at $45.a month and board, 
taking sheep at $2.25 each ashispay. At the 
end of his first year he separated his sheep, 
herding them, in the care of a rancher, of 
whom he rented a small field. He continued 


his work for three years more, each year ' 


adding his wages in sheep to his bunch. At 
the end of the fourth year he became an in- 
dependent owner, giving his whole time and 
‘attention to his own affairs. At the close of 
his seryice he owned 905 sheep and the in- 
crease of lambs for three years. Hight years 
from that time he owned an improved ranch 
of 1,500 acres. on which each season he 
raised three full crops of alfalfa for his stock 
during two months of winter; 118 horses and 
colts; @ head ef cattle; 3,200 sheep and 
lambs; his last two years’ wool crop; a com- 
fortable home for his wife @nd his babies in 
Omaha, and he was making payment of sev- 
eral thousand dollars on a second improved 
ranch. He did not owe a dollar, was 33 
of age, and in perfect health. pee 
‘Chicago Boys 


as Herders. 

During my year at Buffalo four young 
men came from Chicago together to become 
herders. Necessity was behind three of 
them. The fourth was the son of a railway 
official, who was out for the recovery of lost 
health. They scattered as herders, one going 
to Roger. Two of them stood the teat elevep 
days; the third gaye up at the end of the 
first month. The sick one held out four 
months and had entered the kingdom of. 
health. 

The estimated cost of caring for a bunch 
of 8,000 sheep—if they are taken to Powder 
river valley.range for the winter— is about 
$1,500 for the year. The 1 crop pays all 
this and leaves a handsome margin. The 
owner adds to this as clear profit the amoynts 


coming from: the sale of many hundreds of 


lambs at $2.25 to $2.50 each and sheep at from 
$2.75 to $3.25. The market is at home, the 
stockmen and wool buyers coming on the 


- ground to make their purchases, removing 


them at their own expense. 
If Roger had taken cash for his labor, and, 
at the end of the four years invested ft in 


sheep, It would have been less than $1,800. . 


By his plan of taking sheep, separating th 

at the end ofeach year, and thence on, profit, 
ing by their increase, and continuously add- 
ing to their number for four years, he had 
the benefit of double compound; a sort of 
geometrical progression, and he actually 
invested less than $500. 

Well, 
he hired cut as a herder, and started in, as 
did Roger, ‘dead broke.’

in any city. Chicago needs him to the extent 


of 1,900 strong men during the busy season, 
which May until September, and 
during the winter, when zero weather does 
much to lessen the necessity for ice, it can 
get along with only 300 less of him. It takes 
50,000 of him on an average the year around 
to keep the country properly iced. 

The idea that the iceman is essentially a 
bird of summer plamage must take the back 
geat with other proved fallacies when it is 
jedrned that thad ofié-sizth of the total 
number of men employed are thrown out of 
work at their trade by the cold weather. 
Apparently a city rieeds ice, even when its 
people are liugging the steam pipes to Keep

HAT beds and couches for sleeping purposes 
existed as early as the year 700 B. C. is the 
revelation made by Miss Caroline Ransom, a 
student of the University of Chicago, who has 
delved deeply enough into the furniture of the 
ancients to yleld a book upon the subject. 

The oldest bed in existence is a bronze of 
Etruscan manufacture, dating from the sev- 
men century B.C. This was found in excavations made at 

Gorton in Asia Minor, ané from the fact that it is the only 
one of its age ever unearthed among the many other pieces 
or turniture found in ancient ruins, the conclusion is drawn 
Snat beds af thie early era were a novelty.

There were two kinds of beds 
or couches in this period, one for reclining upon at meal 
time and the other for sleeping, ‘In some instances the same 
couch was used for both purposes. | 

With the early Greeks and Romans the bed played a 


- more prominent part“in the life ef the people than it does to- 


day. Paintings from these times show the bed or couch a 
prominent factor at all mea) times and banqueting seenes, 
the persons participating reclining while they @ined or car- 
ried on a conversation. Early scenes,.where the characters 
concerned are wholly mythological, show them meeting 
death, delivering speeches, or reposing idly, all on couches 
of a nearly similar design. The sleeping couch rarely occurs 
in this early gculpture or painting. 

In form the bed of this era was based on principles much 
akin te those upon which our heds are now made. There 
are the body, legs, and headpiece, 1] made much as they 
are made today. At first, so far as cah be found, the body was 
enly a slab of marble laid across two upright stones serving 
as legs. Later, however, there comes to view a leg for each 
corner and a headpiece. The best examples of modern beds 
show the skill of the ancients in seulpture and painting and 
the importance with which they regarded the bed. The legs 
are often notable examples of the carver’'s art and the sides 
Serve as panels whereon the artist of the day depleted the 
life of the period. | 

Other Greek couches have Jegs made of blocks of woo4 
mortised together. Later the entire bed was made of wood. 
Many of these specimens were of the costliest manufgeture, 
the wood being inlaid with ivory and other articles of orne- 
ment. Tertoise shell ag a means of decorating couches 
seems to have been introduced about 100 B. GC. Later silver 
and gold were occasionally used.

“Men like a spice of danger in their lovemaking,’’ added 
the Instructress. ‘ Therefore a wife safely may flirt with her 
own husband. If you are in the city in the afternoon, send a 
disereet little note to him at his place of business and hint at 
a little supper somewhere, and a visit to the theater after- 
wards. He will come as quickly as a cab can bring him 

“Why? Because it is not humdrum, Because it ig spicy. 
Because it reminds him of other days, when he went hurry- 
ing to mysterious appointments in response to perfumed notes. 
It lends zest to married life.”’ 

Then there is *‘ The Value of Flirting with Your Hus- 
This is a difficult lesson to learn, for it is 
difficult for the inexperienced wife to diecern, always, the 
boundary line between safety and danger. Mme. X ari 
her assistants teach this branch of the course of study to 
each bride pupil separately. 


Individual Lessons in Flirting. 


It is considered a necessary part of the course, for there 
are times when heroic methods are necessary to cure a hus- 
pand of growing indifferent. The methods of oure are taught 
thoroughly, however, and the graduates of the school for 


brides are known to be proficient in the art. 


The instruction In jealousy at the school for brides in- 


tem as is in vogue at present. Mattresses, pillows, valances, 
end loose draperies are shown in the early vase paintings. 
All couches had mattresses, but the thickness, quality, and 
kind varied with the different periods. At first only a few 
skins thfown over the body of the bed were used. 

The pillows were of various shapes, some being long and 
narrow, others approximately square, and still others nearly 
round in appearance. The Greek and Roman of this vet lod 
was a most luxurious personage, as he required at least 
three’ pillows to enable him to secure a good night's rest. 
There was one for his héad. one for His elbow, and one for his 


feet. 
The mattresses and pillows were covered with linen or 


' wool. Leather to some extent was used as a covering for 


the pillows. Rare instances are found where silk was 
employed as bed covering. 

A great variety of materials was used in stuffing both 
articles. The commonest article among the Greeks seems 
to have been refuse wool torn off in carding’ or fulling cloth. 
Among the Romans wool especially prepared was the favor- 
ite article for this purpose. Straw and rushes were used 
largely by the poor classes. Feather pijlows are first men- 
tioned as being in existence in the fourth century. The 
draperies and hangings: were, in many instances rich 
tapestries. 

-.JIn the representations of Roman beds the furnishings 
run generally to luxury and display and the draperies are 
the parts given the most attention. The most striking colors 
to be obtained were used in thelr manufacture and decora- 
tion and the looms of the east were scoured for the best 
examples of weaving. Purple was a favorite color an¢é the 
wealth of a person was often indicated by the excellence of 
the bed draperies in his house. 

Bed making and bed furnishing bad attained to this 
stage in the year 400 A. D. A painting of a bed of this 
period shows an article of manufacture and furnishings 
much like the bed of today. There are four legs, sides of 
wood, and wooden “slate” or oceasionally leather inter- 
lacing to furnish rests for the mattress. There are two 
headpieces, one at each end, suggesting that even at this 
late date the sleeper was accustomed to have a pillow for 
his feet. Of the furnishings the mattress and pillows are 
covered with a striped stuff not unlike many cloths of the 
present, and a blanket covering the mattress is tucked he- 
tween it and the bedside, much as the neat housewife now 
tucks in her snowy sheet. , 

Here, however, the resemblance to the present style of 
bed ceases. The legs at the Head are carved to represent 
human figures and mythological creations; at the foot a 
woman with surrounding “picture writing” holds forth, 
The sides are massive panels carved in a similar manner 
and the strupture of the whole marks it a9 an, 
to be handed down from one generation to the other.

Right here ts where the benefit of a course of instruction ‘n 
the school for brides comes tn. The bride ts taught the means 
of detecting the clumsy deceit her hushand is practicing She 
is taught to see just when he is flirting with other women to 
pique her and when he does it for his own selfish amusement, 
Once she learns this she is taught the methods of applying 
her discovery to her own advantage. 

At times it is best for her to show a degree of jealousy. 
This flatters her husband immensely and he is more ardent 
than ever in his affection for her. 

Probably there are no weapons misused more frequently 
by a bride than tears. “Any bride can ghed tears. She does 
not have to be taught. The ease with which brides can shed 
tears is the cause of more married unhappiness than many 
persons dream of. 

The school for brides pays especial attention to tears, their 
uses and their abuses. Young women are taught, in fact, 
when to ery and when to refrain. They are even taught tne 
coquetry of tears—the proper accent of the long drawn, quiv- 
ering, sigh of a sob, and the roguish sunshine of a smile 
breaking after the shower of tears. The graduates of the 
school who show proficiency in the art of shedding tears, 
needless to say, are among the most dangerous enemies to 
the peace of mankind; for they can bully, ocoax, lead, and 
wheedle husbands out of comfort and cash, 


Quarreling Tactfully an Art. 

The school for brides gives a post-graduate course of 
lectures on “ The Quarrel, Its Value as an Ald to Marrid 
Happiness."" It is the most important branch in the school’s 
curriculum. Many a household has been hopelessly wreck 


for all time because the wife did not know how to quarre 


property. 

Quarreling in the abstract is a vulgar accomplishment. 
Quarreling as an art is quite a different matter. The lectures 
on guerreling are not intrusted to any one member of the 
faculty. Each tinstructress, in fact, gives each pupil the 


benefit of her experience. Prospective brides are instructed 
especially in the delicate taste of extracting the bitterness 
from the quarrel and imparting in place of the bitterness a 
fascination that forges stronger chains for the husband. 

It is the proud boast of the school for brifes that not one 
of its graduates has found the way to the divorce court. 
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HOUGH she may not think it, the pretty Amer!l- 
can who rules by beauty and her sister who 
aspires to literary power are babies at the game 
compared to the way it has been played before.
